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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a IJIA/CIA  Panel.  The  scries  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NP1C.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  lPlc  (1)1A).  The  photographic  analysis  for  this  particular  re- 
port was  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group.

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SUMMARY 


Dzerzhinsk  Army  Barracks  Southeast  is  lo- 
cated 6.6  kilometers  (km)  southeast  of  Dzer- 
zhinsk (53-41N  027-08E).  A secondary  prob- 

able all-weather  road  provides  access  to  Dzer- 
zhinsk. Dzerzhinsk  Army  Barracks  Northeast 
(AL-1)  is  located  6.6  km  northwest. 

The  installation  covers  approximately  180 
acres  and  contains  two  administration  buildings, 
10  barracks,  23  storage  buildings,  seven  ve- 
hicle maintenance  buildings,  three  vehicle  sheds, 
and  52  support  buildings.  Other  facilities  in- 
clude an  athletic  field,  seven  small  arms  fir- 
ing ranges,  and  numerous  old  artillery  posi- 


tions probably  used  for  training. 

The  area  was  covered  by  1956  TALENT 
photography  and  four  KEYHOLE  missions  be- 
tween December  1961.  and  February  1964.  Com- 
parative analysis  reveals  the  same  general  level 
of  usage  between  December  1961  and  February 
1964  with  reduced  usage  during  the  winter 
months.  Significant  changes  since  1956  include 
the  addition  of  two  barracks,  a new  firing 
range,  one  vehicle  maintenance  building,  and 
three  support  buildings,  and  the  removal  of  two 
storage  and  three  support  buildings. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  spur  to  the  installation  appears  to 
be  abandoned  on  July  1956  photography. 

Road  Service 

A secondary  road  provides  access  to  Dzer- 
zhinsk. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  six  multistory  barracks 
and  11  support  buildings.  Two  of  the  barracks 
were  first  observed  on  December  1961  cov- 
erage. 

Area  D2  contains  two  multistory  barracks. 
Area  D3  contains  two  administration  build- 
ings and  two  multistory  barracks. 

Area  D4  is  a bivouac  area.  Thirteen  tents 
and  80  ground  markings  where  tents  had  been 
set  up  were  visible  in  this  area  on  1956  photog- 
raphy. No  tents  or  markings  were  discernible 
on  later  KEYHOLE  photography. 


General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  is  fenced  and  contains  four  stor- 
age buildings. 

Area  E2  consists  of  two  fenced  enclosures, 
one  with  four  storage  buildings  and  one  with 

three  storage  buildings.  Two  storage  buildings 
observed  on  1956  coverage  have  been  subse- 
quently removed. 

Area  E3  is  fenced  and  contains  four  stor- 
age buildings  and  one  support  building. 

Area  E4  contains  eight  storage  and  two 
support  buildings. 

Other  Buildings 

Thirty-eight  miscellaneous  support  build- 
ings, three  of  which  are  in  a separately  fenced 
area,  are  located  at  this  installation.  Three 
support  buildings  were  first  observed  on  Dec- 
ember 1961  coverage.  Three  observed  on  1956 
coverage  have  been  removed.

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  six  130-  by  60-foot  main- 
tenance buildings,  two  130-  by  35 -foot  vehicle 
sheds,  one  145-  by  35 -foot  vehicle  shed,  and 
one  165-  by  35-foot  maintenance  building.  Heavy 
scarring  indicates  active  use  of  all  the  buildings. 
One  of  the  maintenance  buildings  was  first 
observed  on  December  1961  coverage. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field. 

Small  Arms  Firing  Ranges 

Areas  LI  through  L7  are  small  arms  fir- 
ing ranges  with  the  following  dimensions  res- 
pectively: 510  by  110  feet,  570  by  40  feet, 

880  by  55  feet,  520  by  65  feet,  555  by  65  feet, 
295  by  50  feet,  and  195  by  50  feet.  Area  L5 
does  not  appear  active.  One  of  the  firing  ranges 
was  first  observed  on  December  1961  coverage. 

Artillery  Emplacements  |8atteries| 

Area  Q contains  three  FA  emplacements 
with  six  firing  positions,  two  with  four  firing 


positions,  and  four  with  five  firing  positions. 
These  positions  as  well  as  other  weapons  em- 
placements are  clustered  at  the  east  end  of  the 
area  and  were  .visible  on  1956  photography. 
Some  are  alsovisible  on  KEYHOLE  photography . 
These  positions  are  probably  old  training  em- 
placements. 

Special  Training  Facilities 

A training  area  (not  shown  on  Figures  2 
and  3)  visible  on  1956  TALENT  photography 
5.5  km  southwest  of  the  barracks  contained 
at  least  four  field  artillery  firing  positions, 
10  observation  towers,  and  minor  scarring.  The 
1956  photography  revealed  several  areas  near- 
by used  for  training;  however,  none  of  these 
are  discernible  on  later  KEYHOLE  coverage. 
KEYHOLE  photography  reveals  scarring  in  the 
training  area;  but  small  scale  precludes  de- 
tailed interpretation. 
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
